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Engineer Estimates Cost 
of Pavement at $30,000 


I.00.F. 18th Annual Bail 
One of the Best Ever Held 


At the Board of Trade meeting 
held last Saturday evening, the 
committee recently appointed to in¬ 
terview ,the property owners 
Main street re the construction of a 
permanent road, reported they had 
secured the signatures of the major-1 
ity of owners, and that this petition 
would shortly he forwarded to the 
Town Council asking that this work 
be undertaken as early as possible. 

Mr. McKenzie, an engineer in 
the employ of the publicity depart-] 
ment of the Canada Cement Co., 
was present on invitation of the 
Board, and gave the following in— j 
teresting information relative to the 
matter under discussion: — 

He said he was pleased to have 
the opportunity of discussing the 
question of concrete roads, and did 
not propose to tell the people of 
Coleman what they should or should 
not do with regards to improving 
their thoroughfares, hut rather in— | 
tended to give a few facts relative 
to costs, construction and durability 
of concrete as a road or street m 
ing material. 

Concrete Most Durable 
At the present time the concrete 
roads being constructed in Canada 
and the United States compose well 
over 90% of the total mileage of 
hard surfaced roads. This fact alone 
gives you some idea of the engineers’ 
opinion as to the suitability of con¬ 
crete as a road making material. 

The speaker said that a short 
time ago the state of Illinois had 
$100,000,000 to spend on hard sur¬ 
faced roads, and in order to prove 
what would be the best type of road 
to construct they decided to test out 
all types. For this purpose they 
constructed a test road. This road 
consisted of 63 sections of pavement 
including all well known types. 
Over these a fleet of army trucks] 
made 23,000 round trips carrying] 
loads up to 10 tons. Only thirteen 
sections successfully stood up under 
this rigid test, of these, ten sections 
were concrete. 

I have just returned from Trail; 
B.C , where they constructed a mile 
of concrete street last year, and a 
bylaw has just passed the third 
reading of the council to construct 
over two miles this year. 

Concrete has won for itself first 
place among paying material be¬ 
cause of its low first cost and low 
maintenance. Records show that 
the average cost of maintaining 
concrete road surface 18 feet wide 
does not exceed $50 per mile per 
year 

Estimated Cost of Work 

Now we come to the question of 
what will concrete cost for the pro¬ 
posed work in Coleman. I have 
gone very carefully inte your pro-] 
position and have estimated the 
total cost at $30,000. If the pro¬ 
perty owners in the two blocks it is 
proposed to pave full width are will¬ 
ing to bear 50% of the total cost of 
these two blocks, whick will mean 
about $6 75 a year on a frontage of 
25 feet, then thg, cost to the town 
for their share of these two blocks] 
and a 20 foot concrete roadway 
across the rest of the town will be 
approximately $2,150 per year for 
20 years, 

Your oouncil tell me it will cost 
approximately this amount to main¬ 
tain this street with gravel, which 
I believe is correct from experience 
of other towns. I also understand 
that your sidewalk debentures will 
be paid off in another three years| 
thus Betting free $1700 a pear,which 
if applied towards your pavement 
would practically carry it. 

From these estimates it can readi 
ly be seen that the laying of the] 
proposed concrete pavement will 
not oauae your tax rate to be any 
higher than it otherwise would be.

Coleman s Financial Statement 
Compared With Blairmore 

This week The Journal received a 
copy of the Town of Coleman's fin¬ 
ancial statement add that of the 
school. We mention their arrival 
not because it has any news value, 
but as a matter of record. 

In comparing the former state¬ 
ment with the one issued by our 
neighboring town of Blairmore, we 
have noticed the following, which 
may be of interest to the ratepayers! 
of Coleman: — 

The mill rate in Blairmore for 
1926 was 20 mills, the mill rate 
Coleman for the same year was 
mills. Blairmore levies on land and 
improvements, Coleman on land 
only, both based on 100% value. 
Blairmore collected approximately 
$14,000, Coleman something over 
$10,000. Blairmore had a credit 
bank balance on Dec. 31st, 1926 of 
over $17,000, Coleman’s credit bank 
balance was nil. Light and water 
cost the citizens of Blairmore a little 
oyer $20,000, and these public uti-] 
lities made a profit of over $6,000. 
The Coleman statement does not 
show whht the consumers here paid 
for this service, but it is safe to 
assume there was no surplus. Blair 
more expended over $6,000 on pub¬ 
lic works, Coleman about $1600. 
Blairmore spent over $2,000 for 
health and relief, Coleman a trifle 
over $1,000. Blairmore gave grants 
and donations amounting to $365, 
Coleman $50. Blairmore expended 
nearly $500 on park improvements] 
and maintenance, ColemAn less than 
$250. Blairmore contributed over 
$700 to a swimming dooI, Coleman 
nil. Blairmore out of current re¬ 
venue added over $1200 worth of 
equipment to their fire department, 
Coleman spent $610 for the same 
purpose. Blairmore’s printing, 
stationery and postage cost them 
$385, Coleman spent $263. About 
the only items Coleman overspent 
Blairmore according to these state¬ 
ments was for street light and water, 
salaries and legal expense. 

Even a very superficial compari¬ 
son of the two statements must 
force any Coleman ratepayer to the 
conclusion that the present system 
under whichour municipal business 
is transacted fails to get the same 
results as that enjoyed by our neigh 
bors in Blairmore. Just why this 
should be we will leave to pome of 
our municipal experts to elucidate.

Any discussion The Journal has 
so far heard in connection with the] 
proposed paving of Main street, full 
width for two blocks, and narrow¬ 
ing down to 20 feet on either side, 
there has been no mention made as] 
to what proportion of the cost is to 
he bourne by the property owners 
[on the 20 foot portion The sug¬ 
gested 60-60 basis on the two blocks] 
seems to be lair enough, but it 
would be very unfair to the big 
majority of taxpayers, who do not 
reside on the 20 foot portion, if they 
had to make up the entire 100 per 
cent of its cost. There does not 
to be any more reason for ex¬ 
empting the property owners on the 
20 foot strip from contributing their 
per cent of the cost than tl 
on the full width pavement. 

The taxpayers at' large who 
ceive no direct benefit—in fact, will 
be penalized to a certain extent— 
will, in any event, have to pay 100 
per cent of the cost at street inter¬ 
sections around the bluff, and other 
parts on the proposed highway, and 
they should not b.r called upon to 
pay any more than half of the cost 
the entire stretch of pavement,
